satellite whirled around thc earth today and the army dis- 
closed that it is preparing to hurl another one into orbit. 


It was the army's Jupiter-C missile lhat fired a 30.8- 


pound "moon" aloft last night and recovered some of 
the U. S. prestige lost when Russia boosted her two sputniks 
into space last fall. 


"Thai's wonderful!" President Eisenhower exclaimed 


when news of the army's success reached him at Augusta, 
Ga., where he had gone for a weekend of relaxation. 


With a huge burst of flame and a thunderous roar that 


could be heard for miles along Florida's east coast, the 
Jupiter-C blasted off from this top-secret firing base at 
10:48 
last night. 


About an hour and three-quarters later, its satellite had 


completed its first journey around the world and tracking 
stations were receiving its radio signals.

Wernher von Braun, designer 
of the rocket, said it would 
swing as high as 2,000 miles 
and as low as 230. 


Von Braun said the

Oregon City Makes Shopping Mall of Main Street 


"Conflict of interest" is a legal term 


that is frequently on the lips of politicians. 
lawyers and newspapermen in Washington 
.AS well as in most state capitals and county 
seats these days. It is growing increasingly 
difficult to find good talent for positions on 
public boards and commissions because of 
the possibility of a conflict of interest be- 
tween their regular occupations and their 
public duties. The problem extends from 
boards of education in villages to the presi- 
dent's cabinet. 


Charles E. Wilson, former secretary of 


defense, received national attention when 
he was required to sell his stock in Gener- 
al Motors to become eligible for appoint- 
ment to the cabinet. Hundreds of ofhers 
have received no notice at all when they 
merely declined appointment to some pub- 
lic office because they could not afford to 
give up their private interests. Whether the 
country has gained by being protected 
from potential officials who might have 
been tempted to further their own interests 
through public office, or whether it has lost 
by having to accept second choice ap- 
pointees would be difficult to decide. How- 
ever, the tendency in recent years has been 
to liberalize the rule. 


Senators who must approve presidential 


appointments 
have been given the duty 


of checking on possible conflicts of interest 
for such nominees. In the main they have 
stood for strict compliance with the fed- 
eral statute. It was they who insisted that 
Wilson divest himself of his stock. But the 
senators themselves are immune from such 
rules of conduct. 


Sen. Kerr of Oklahoma who has large 


holdings in the oil and gas fields of the 
southwest is an obvious example. He has 
no hesitation about taking an active part in 
Senate action on legislation relating to the 
oil and gas industries. Few have raifed the 
question of whether or not the proposed 
legislation might be beneficial to him in 
his business outside of the Senate. 


Sen. Kerr is by no means the only sen- 


ator or congressman with commercial inter- 
ests which might be helped or hindered by 
federal legislation. A staff memorandum 
to a House investigating subcommittee re- 
cently charged unidentified federal com- 
missioners with accepting favors from com- 
mercial interests which the commissions 
are expected to regulate. John C. Doerfer, 


chairman of the Federal Communications 
commission, has been identified as one in- 
volved. 


Since this report became public there 


has been some effort to excuse such con- 
duct or at least to minimize its effect by 
pointing to others who "are just as bad." 
Jack Gould of the New York Times points 
out that Sen. Warren G. Magnuson of Wash- 
ington is recorded as having a 4 per cent in- 
terest in a television station about to go on 
the air in Seattle. The FCC awarded the 
franchise to the senator's company al- 
though there were two other applicants. 
Furthermore the senator's station is to be- 
come the basic affiliate of CBS when it goes 
on the air, displacing the network's present 
Seattle affiliate. Sen. Magnuson is chairman 
of the Senate Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce committee which has been known to 
investigate the .business practices of the big 
networks. 


Rep. Orcn Harris, Democrat of Arkan- 


sas, is mentioned by Gould as chairman of 
the House Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee, which also might ques- 
tion network executives. Harris recently ac- 
quired a 25 per cent interest in an El Do- 
rado, Ark., television station. Lyndon B. 
Johnson, Democratic majority loader from 
Texas, also has interests in TV broadcasting 
stations which deal with the big networks. 


It should be noted thai the senators and 


representatives are elected to office and it 
may be assumed that the voters in their 
home states know of I heir business inter- 
ests. The electors are the final judges of 
their representatives 
and the statute on 


conflict of interest does not apply. 


The immunity granted to clot-led con- 


gressional representatives does not in ?ny 
sense excuse improper actions on the part 
of appointed officials. Commission mem- 
bers are in positions of trust and often are 
called upon to make decisions involving 
millions of dollars. If the decisions arc to be 
made in the public interest, the commis- 
sioners must be free of all obligations to 
private parties appearing before them. 


If Congress wants to do something con- 


structive in this field it should not only put 
a damper on the acceptance of any gratui- 
ties by such officials but it should also see 
that they are liberally compensated for 
(heir work and that they have sufficient ex- 
pense money for all necessary travel. 


Sen. Johnson's View of the Posf Office Problem 


Sen Olin D. Johnson of South Carolina 


says the U. S. post office is the largest in 
the world, but that he wpuld like to see it 
become also the most modern and efficient. 
Everyone who uses the mails — and that 
must include most of the population of the 
United States — will join fervently in sup- 
porting him in this wish. 


Sen. Johnson has been a member of the 


Senate Post Office and Civil Service com- 
mittee for 13 years. For the past seven 
years he has beenvchairman and thus as 
"the man in the best position to know" he 
was chosen by Reader's Digest to write an 
article on "How to End Our Post Office 
Mess — Permanently." 


Two points which Sen. Johnson thinks 


essential to an understanding of the ques- 
tion are that the post office^ was not de- 
signed 
to make money but was con- 


ceived as a service to the people, and that 
the money paid for postal service does not 
go to the post office but to the government's 
general fund. The post office is financed by 
congressional appropriations and when the 
revenues are less than the appropriations 
there is a "post office deficit." 


But the "deficit," he points out, is not 


entirely because the charges for handling 
the mail are too low. Some of the shortage 
is due to charging as costs a great many op- 
erations which the post office performs for 
other departments of the government. He 
mentions that the post office sells migra- 
tory bird stamps, registers aliens for the 
Department of Justice, sells and redeems 
government savings bonds and stamps, 
sells federal 
tax stamps required 
for 


, the transfer of property, distributes in- 


come tax forms by the millions, makes sur- 
veys for the Federal Housing administra- 
tion, assists Civil Service in conducting ex- 
aminations, performs special services for 
war veterans, receives and transmits funds 
for charities in 12 national campaigns each 
year. 


Sen. Johnson think* such services are 


properly performed for other departments 
of government and the public, but that the 
post office should be reimbursed for its 
cost. Likewise he approves the policy of 
carrying free material published in raised 
characters for the blind. He thinks the fav- 
.orable rates granted to publishers of news- 
papers and magazines and the special low
